Long Service Pay : — See scale below. 

Extra Pay Ten s hillin gs per night necessarily absent from home on any duty. 

Inspection Allowance:— Nine pence per mile outside a radius of 10 miles. 

Travelling Allowance: — "When ordered to proceed (beyond 10 miles) on special duty, 
(whether within or without the county, or to assizes, sessions, &c., the actual expense 
by public conveyance, so far as such is available, and mileage for the rest of the journey. 
But in no case is mileage allowed within a radius of 10 miles. 

Salaries paid to Private Servants : — Nil ; but the services of a member of the force are 
allowed, as a private orderly. 

Forage Allowance : — 

For two private horses, at 2 s. per diem each. 

For each public horse, Is. 8 d. per diem.

Note , — Six Sub-inspectors of the first class are allowed good service pay of 30/. 
per annum, and 23 Sub-inspectors of the second and third classes a similar allow- 
ance of 12/. per annum. 



Long Service Pay : — See scale below. 

Extra Pay -.—Eight shillings per night necessarily absent from home on any duty ; 4s. for 
10 consecutive hours absent on duty. 

Travelling Allowance:— When ordered to proceed on special duty, or to assizes, sessions, 
&c., the actual expense by public conveyance, so far as such is available, and 6d. per 
mile for the rest of the journey without deduction. But neither mileage nor travel- 
ling allowance is granted unless he proceed out of his district, and beyond a radius 
of 10 miles. 

Salaries paid to Private Servants :-Nil ; but tbe services of a member of tbe force are 
allowed, as a private orderly. 

Forage Allowance : 

For one private horse, 2 s. per diem. 

For each public horse. Is. 8 d. per diem.

Sixpence per night necessarily absent from station on any other duty, except patrols 
or in the execution of warrants. 

Sixpence for 10 consecutive hours’ absence on any duty. 

Marching Money : — When the distance exceeds 12 miles, 1 s. for every 12 miles ; 9 miles 
over 12, 24, &c., to be counted as 12, when proceeding to assizes, quarter sessions, elections 
or on transfer.

Salary : — 30 l. per annum. 

All other allowances same in all respects as constable. 



Sub Constable. 

Salary, per annum : — 

Cavalry, 29 l. 4 s. with an allowance of 9 1 . 4 d. per annum for repairs of horse appoint- 
ments and saddlery. 

Infantry, 27 l. 14 s. 

Second class, 24 l. 

All other allowances same in all respects as constable.

No. 6. — RETURN of the Period of Service at which Men can Resign and Claim their 
Pensions. 

( See 10 & 11 Viet. c. 100, ss. 3 and 4.) 

Members of the force may be superannuated (if officers, on the order of the Treasury, sup- 
ported by the recommendation of the Lord Lieutenant, or if head or other constables, on 
the order of the Lord Lieutenant), on a yearly pension, as follows : — 

If appointed prior to the passing of the above cited Act : — 

Service. Yearly Pension. 

After 15 years, and under 20 not exceeding two-thirds of salary. 

After 20 years ------ not exceeding the whole salary. 



If appointed subsequently to the passing of the above cited Act , — 

Service. Yearly Pension. 

After 15 years, and under 20 years - - not exceeding one-half of salary. 

After 20 „ „ 25 „ - - » two-thirds „ 

After 25 „ „ 30 „ - „ three-fourths „ 

After 30 years ------ not exceeding the whole salary. 

But no member of the force under 60 years of age can be superannuated except on the 
certificate of such medical officers as the Lord Lieutenant shall appoint, that he is unfit 
for service, from mental or bodily infirmity, nor without a certificate from the proper 
officer that he has served with diligence and fidelity.
